Residents, businesses, 
state’s attorney’s office 
team up to target crime

Workers behind the bulletproof window of the 
currency exchange at Weiss Plaza in Uptown 
were momentarily puzzled when asked about 
a shooting. 

“Not to be funny, but which one? ... Which 
one do you mean? It was just a lot of shoot- 
ings,” teller Shahmahdia Williams said. “It’s 
like pop-pop-pop-pop. And you'll see every- 
body running.” 

Ona recent Saturday, dignitaries descended 
on the plaza with news for the small crowd of 
families, dog-walkers and shoppers gathered at 
Lawrence Avenue and Sheridan Road, a cross- 
roads of the vibrant and diverse Uptown neigh- 
borhood. Gang members had been rounded 
up, prosecuted and banned from the small 
strip mall. Calls for police service around the 
plaza had dwindled to one every 2 1/2 days, usu- 
ally for minor problems. 

The turnaround has been credited to a 
group of residents and business owners who 
joined forces with the Cook County state’s at- 
torney’s office to come up with longer-term— 
and in some cases surprising—solutions to the

persistent crime. 

In Uptown, two assistant state’s attorneys 
were assigned to the neighborhood to coor- 
dinate a sweeping attack from the ground, a 
sort of prosecutor pop-up site through the 
office’s community prosecutions program. 
Prosecutors targeted troublemakers for ar- 
rest and massaged out other kinks contrib- 
uting to the problem. 

“We took back the plaza,” said Abby Hans, 
who owns the currency exchange. “Today is the 
first day. Now the work really starts. It’s like 
losing weight. You can lose 20 pounds, but how 
do you keep it off? The hardest part is keeping 
the problem away. That’s our job now.” 

Unlike the Chicago Police Department’s 
community policing program, little has been 
written about its prosecutorial counterpart, 
the assistant state’s attorneys who have been 
assigned to four neighborhoods to embed 
with communities and drill down on crime 
problems. 

Traditional prosecution work remains: Of- 
fenders are rounded up and taken to court 
to face charges. But in a key departure from 
typical criminal cases, prosecutors work from 
arrest to sentencing for continuity. Also atypi- 
cal is that prosecutors who work at the four 
Community Justice Centers must be active in 
the communities.

The crime issues in Uptown—richly diverse, 
both ethnically and socio-economically—vary. 
But a nagging problem for businesses at Weiss 
Plaza were the three different gangs battling 
right outside their windows. 

A total of 11 people were shot in the imme- 
diate area last year, and there were numerous 
fights and drug transactions at Weiss, spurring 
the effort to clean up the plaza, law enforce- 
ment officials said. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Joy Repella, the 
supervisor of the Community Justice Centers, 
already was meeting with a standing commit- 
tee of neighbors, police from the Lincoln Dis- 
trict and 46th Ward Ald. James Cappleman’s 
staff about problems at a nearby high-rise. 
After the plaza was shot up, the committee 
turned its attention there. 

Security cameras were installed. Business 
owners monitored the plaza security guard to 
ensure he was doing his job. Chicago police 
conducted a drug sting in the area to round up 
dealers. 

Cases from the area were handled by the 
same judge, and community members showed 
up in court to show support. The judge agreed 
to ban the dealers from the plaza as part of 
their sentences. Committee members re- 
searched public websites for photos of those 
who were arrested and distributed a list of

those who were banned. 

A liquor store owner in the plaza who spot- 
ted one called police and later went to court to 
testify about it. 

There were cosmetic changes as well. 

Store windows all have signs warning that 
workers will call police. The dollar store agreed 
to remove its signs in the windows so that po- 
lice cruising the area could see better into the 
store and criminals wouldn't take advantage of 
the obscurity. 

One of Repella’s favorite changes was among 
the simplest: She and an Uptown resident 
yanked milk crates from an alley after the com- 
mittee determined they served as a gathering 
place for drug sellers and users to sit and loiter. 

“Tt was like a mini-mall,” Repella said. “It 
sounds crazy, doesn’t it? But it’s the little 
things.” 

The local district commander at the recent 
“grand reopening” of the plaza said the blocks 
around the plaza have flipped from one of the 
busiest and most dangerous in his district to 
one of the safest. 

“In my 30-plus years on the Chicago Police 
Department, I have worked in communities all 
across this city,” Lincoln District Cmdr. Kevin 
Duffin said. “Never have I observed the type 
of community involvement that I witnessed 
here in Uptown.”

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People don’t take bike 
patrols seriously—that’s 
not necessarily a bad thing

Chuck Trendle was pretending to be a man drink- 
ing a beer along the lakefront trail—harmless, but 
still breaking the law. 

When two police officers approached him on 
their bicycles to write him a ticket, he ran. The 
police chased him, cornered him between their 
two front wheels, pushed him over the frame of 
one of the bikes and cuffed him within seconds. 

Trendle is an instructor for the Chicago Police 
Department’s bike unit, a team of beat cops who 
patrol the city atop mountain bikes. Last week 
he ran a 15-officer unit through drill after drill. 
They wove around traffic cones inside a public 
school gymnasium-turned-training ground, navi- 
gated the stairs at the Buckingham Fountain and 
chased imaginary offenders, like Trendle, down a 
narrow gangway. 

“Faster,” Juan Salazar, the head instructor, 
shouted as an officer pedalled down a line of 
cones as though he were chasing a fleeing man. 
“Do it again. That guy’s already home making 
dinner. Faster, like you’re chasing after a guy who 
just shot your partner.” 

The officers whom Salazar and Trendle put 
through their paces this week will make up part 
of this summer’s lakefront detail. They’re the offi- 
cers who likely will respond if joggers are mugged 
along the path or a fireworks watcher is spotted 
slinging a beer. The team usually patrols along the 
lakefront and around Area Central, the policing 
boundary that encompasses downtown, River 
North and parts of the South and West Loop. 

But this year the department is sending about 
140 extra bike patrollers to 20 designated high- 
crime areas, including Englewood and Back of 
the Yards. 

Even to other officers, bike patrols may seem 
less effective than other types of details. But po- 


lice officials say bicycles are ideal for patrolling 
high-traffic areas, like the Loop, and can give of- 
ficers in problem neighborhoods more flexibility. 
They are particularly useful when it comes to pa- 
trolling places blocked off to cars and performing 
crowd control during the city’s bustling summer 
festivals, police officials said. 

“You're able to get to some areas a lot quicker 
than a normal squad car, especially if it’s rush 
hour,” Salazar said. “Most officers who have not 
been ona bike don’t know how much you can use 
it to your advantage, how many tactics are avail- 
able for you ona bike.” 

Chris Menton, a professor of criminal justice 
at Roger Williams University, has seen bicycle use 
by police grow significantly over the past 25 years, 
particularly as urban areas become more dense 
and prone to gridlock, he said. 

Beyond tactical advantages, bike details also 
may appear more approachable to the public than 
those in squad cars, according to Menton. But 
many still face misconceptions from other police 
officers and citizens who don’t consider them se- 
rious policing tools. 

“One of the problems with police on bicycles 
is that people consider bicycles to be toys, and a 
police chief is loath to put his highly trained, well- 
paid officer on a toy,” Menton said. “That image 
does not sit well, even though I would argue from 
my research that in some cases [a bike] is much 
more effective.” 

Menton said there may be an upside to that 
public image: Where a person might avoid a 
squad car or foot patrol officer, he’s found that 
many people are more quick to approach a rest- 
ing bicycle patroller to chat or ask a question, in- 
cluding people connected to criminal activity. 

“It’s hard to feel threatened or hostile to a per- 
son in shorts,” he said. 

Before this year’s team of new and returning 
riders takes to the streets, the officers must com- 
plete a five-day course in bike policing. CPD’s 
bike patrollers need to be able to dismount their 
bikes on the go, deliver a forearm strike while

riding, and take down fleeing criminals, perhaps 
tackling them or using a “hook slide” maneuver, 
which involves braking while ramming the bike’s 
front wheel into a subject’s leg. 

Training days can be long. Day 2 started at 
8 a.m. with a demonstration on bike maintenance 
and a series of tricky obstacle courses. It ended 
eight hours later with a “1o-1” drill, named for 
the code used when an officer needs help with a 
subject. 

In the scenario, Trendle played the offender 
again, this time attacking a punching bag that 
filled in for a beaten-up police officer. The cops 
were instructed to race their bikes individually 
around barriers and uphill ramps, and then to run 
into the room where Trendle was waiting, wrestle 
him off of the punching bag and move his hands 
safely behind his back, all without using a weapon. 

The point of the exercise, Trendle later said, 
was to show the officers how much effort they 
expend responding to an incident by bike, as op- 
posed to a squad car. 

‘A few of you guys, you had no gas by the time 
you got to me,” he said, shaking his head. “You 
have to have something in the tank. If you’re out 
of breath, you have nothing.”

Driver cellphone ban 
off to uncertain start

Since Jan. 1, when Illinois became the first 
Midwestern state to ban motorists from using 
hand-held phones, the number of citations II- 
linois state troopers have written for distract- 
ed driving has nearly tripled, records show. 

Some municipalities also are writing steadi- 
ly higher numbers of tickets for distracted 
driving, although the numbers vary widely, as 
do enforcement tactics, the Tribune found. 

As drivers get used to the new rules of the 
road, it is unclear whether the increase in ci- 
tations is encouraging news for safety or just 
another indicator of how ubiquitous and en- 
trenched mobile phone use has become in an 
era of hyper-connectivity and multitasking. 

No one disputes the challenges of trying to 
enforce the law, which prohibits drivers from 
using a hand-held electronic device except in 
emergencies or if the vehicle is in park. Police 
departments acknowledge that the number 
of drivers using hand-held cellphones can be 
overwhelming. 

“Right now ... we’re nowhere near where 
we need to be,” Illinois State Police Lt. David 
Byrd said of drivers obeying the law. Troopers 
wrote 3,307 citations for distracted driving 
from Jan. 1 to April 30, compared with 1,222 
for the same period last year, records indicate. 

People “live and breathe this stuff,” Byrd 
said of the allure of devices, adding that he 
has hands-free technology in his personal 
car. “Everything is instant, instant, instant. 
It’s hard for them to put it down. They don’t 
want to lose that connection. It’s a habit, like 
smoking or ice cream.” 

Municipal police departments are having 
similar experiences, although some have cho-

sen to issue more warnings while drivers be- 
come accustomed to the new law. 

Chicago, which has enforced a cellphone 
ban on drivers since 2005, had issued more 
than 16,500 citations for cellphone violations 
from Jan. 1 through April 30, according to po- 
lice data. 

On the other end of the spectrum was Oak 
Lawn, where police wrote only one distracted 
driving citation in March, and a total of eight 
from Jan. 1 through the end of March, Inves- 
tigations Division Chief Michael Kaufmann 
said. Officers have given “a number of verbal 
warnings,” he said. 

“Like anything else, with a new law, we’re 
trying to give a little leeway,” Kaufmann add- 
ed. “Three months is plenty of time for anew 
law to be out there. I think you're going to see 
an uptick in citations.”
